Six Mosquit o Rules. 
It is p ossible to rid the p remises of 
mosquitoes if one will undertake the 
work systematically. 
The municip al au­ 
thorities may accomp lish wonders, but 
after all the burden of 
rests with individuals, with the house­ 
keep ers. 
Dr. Quitman Kohnke, p resi­ 
dent of the New Orleans board of health, 
has formulated the following "once a 
week,” six simp le rules for the extermi­ 
nation of the p est. 
It would be a move 
in the right direction for every house­ 
keep er to p ost these rules consp icuously 
ami to ap p ly them religiously:— 
1. Once a week, p our into every wa­ 
ter surface on your p remises not remov­ 
able by drainage or stocked with fish, or 
screened from mosquitoes, a quantity of 
kerosene equivalent to one ounce (two 
tablesp oonfuls) tor each fifteen square 
feet of water surface. 
2. Once a week, p our into the p rivy 
vault five cents’ worth of crude carbolic 
acid, or five cents’ worth of cop p eras 
dissolved in water, or five cents’ worth of 
kerosene. 
3. Once a week, emp ty and refill all 
vessels containing water, up on which oil 
should not be p laced, such as fire buckets 
p rovided in cotton p resses in accordance 
with insurance requirements. 
4. Once a week, p our kerosene or 
crude p etroleum (about one p int) where 
it will flow through your drain gutter 
iuto the street gutter. 
5. Once a week, rep ort to the board 
of health the p resence of any stagnant 
water in vacant lots or any condition in 
the neighborhood not easily remedied by 
yourselves or your neighbors, and keep 
on rep orting once a week until you get 
the nuisance abated or a satisfactory 
exp lanation. 
B. Once a week, rend over these rules 
an<l see if you have not neglected some­ 
thing that should have been done, and 
p er» uadi 
your neighbor to do as you 
do.—Good 1 lousekeep ing.

not hung h.v a cord, nor allowed to tilt 
forward at an angle, as this arrangement 
throws tlu* frames out of line of the 
wall.

Im* self-colored, of subdued tint, 
and without p attern, so that the frames* 
may stand well out from them, and 
they themselves be in no way obtrusive,

As to the arrangement <d‘ the* frames on 
the walls, one may safely ap p ly the gen­ 
eral p rincip les of artistic 
comp osition.

W ash for Tan.—P u t eq u al parts of 
lemon ju ice, rose w ater and alcohol to­ 
gether, * let stand for tw enty-fou r hou rs 
and settle. 
Pou r off the clear liq u id and 
u se as a lotion twice a day. 


Sense of Taste.—The tip of the tongu e 
is concerned mainly with pu ngent and 
acid t a s t e s ; the middle portion is sensi­ 
tive to s w e e t s or bitters, while the back 
or lower portion confines itself entirely 
to the flavors of rich, fa tty su bstances. 


Kerosene in Cleaning.—To clean paint 
*>r other woodwork pu t a tablespoon of 
kerosene oil in tw o-thirds of a pail of 
warm water and u se no soap. This is ex­ 
cellent 
also for washing windows, al­ 
thou gh a little more kerosene may be 
u sed for glass. 


Freckles and T a n—An excellent bu t 
not very pleasant cosmetic is made from 
bu tterm ilk and oatm eal flakes.

Refrigerator Care.—Scru b the refriger­ 
ator ou t once a week with washing soda 
dissolved in boiling w ater, u sing a table­ 
spoon to two q u arts of water. 
Never 
lay food of any sort, fru it or vegetables 
directly on 
the ice or 
on 
the shelves. 
Bread, cake or dou ghnu ts will q u ickly 
become dry 
if set in the ice 
box be- 
cau se of the circu lation of air, and they 
are better kept in a cake box, covered 
stone jar or tin pail.

T ak en internally it is 
u sed as a cu re for dyspepsia, while u *» d 
as a tooth wash it remove« d« *n« l and «!♦*- 
caying m atter readily and is not harmfu l. 
Give Convu lsions and Paralysis. 
Poisoning by arsenic is perhu ps of 
all the poisu ns the most painfu l. 
Th« * pa - 
ti(*u t goes from one convu lsion into a n­ 
other. 
Hu tching and vomiting follow, 
bu t the affeet u pon tin* stomach has been 
su ch that the pains « •ontinu e even after 
tin* greater part of the poison has been 
removed by natu re. 
The patieu t’s hor­ 
rible griping and contortions are fearfu l 
to behold. 
Death will ensu e after hou rs 
of su ffering u nless the act has been dis- 
eovered and aid extende« ! very soon after 
th» * poison has l» » *ea tak en.

For seventy years, u p till 1707, 
the Scottish Parliam ent made the bu ild­ 
ing its meeting place. 
In that year 
came the “end o’ the au ld sang,” and the 
Scots Parliam ent handed ov« *r its rights 
t«> the cou rt <*f session, which lias since 
administer« » d ju stice within its walls. It 
is fitting that in the bi-centenary years 
of the u nion the immemorial convention 
of Royal Bu rghs shou ld m« s*t. within the 
historic walls. 
Vastly different, however,

Been Illegally Assumed. 


T h e disquieting announc em ent is m ade 
th a t nearly eightj 
English baronetcies 
have been illegally assum ed, and that the 
doubtful cases am o u n t approxim ately to 
about 0 per cent, of th e entire baronet­ 
age. 
A P a rlia m e n ta ry committee has re­ 
ported th a t at pr«*s<*nt there is no means 
by which the fraud in a m a tte r which 
intimately concerns the titled aristocracy 
can be checked. 
It is declared, further­ 
more. t h a t in many in stances of legal 
baronetcies actual proof of title to the 
distinction would be extremely difficult 
t«< timi. 
It is recommended that a new 
roll of baronets be kept a t the home of­ 
fice, and that the K in g shall issue his 
com mand that no person not on the of- 
fieia* roll shall be receive«! a t court as 
baronet. or be mentioned by that titit* 
in any civil or military commission or 
any official document.

contain only the nam«*s of those who can 
be said to have a fairly good title to a 
bn mnetey.
